To judge whether a house has good materials an dgood workman 
ship. look first at exterior features, then under the house, and, finally, 
inside. 

Does the earth slope away from 
the house on all side’? If not, 
the basement or space under the 
house will always be wet, causing 
possible sinking of foundations 
and providing ideal breed.ng 
@pace for termites. If there are 
wood scraps in the dirt used to fil 
low spots, they will give termites 
a place to develop from which 
they can later spread to the house. 
No wood part of the house should 
touch dirt at any point. Also, the 
contractor should leave a clean 
yard even though he may not 
spread topsoil, fertilizer, and plant 
grass. 

Most important, do the bottoms 
ef all brick or cement foundations 
around the house, and all columns 
under the house, extend down far 
enough to be on really solid 
ground, never dug o1 disturbed, 
and below the level of possible 
freezing? Houses that are built all, 
or partly on filled ground, require 
specially designed footings or the 
wall probably will settle and sink, 
plaster will crack, and door and 
window frames will be thrown out 
of line. 

Another thing, is there plenty of 
mortar showing on all sides of 
bricks and cement blocks? Is this 
Mortar (and the cement blocks) 
of smooth, even consistency, or is 
4t irregular and powdery? The 
firmness of the foundation deter- 
mines the permanence of the 
house. 

If wood siding has been used on 
the house, examine the joints. 
where the siding fits to the win 
dows. doors and chimney. Do they) 
fit tightly, or are there cracks at 
these points through which mois 
ture can enter’? At the corners of 
the house. do ends of siding boards 
fit perfectiv, so that no ends can 
he seen. or are they overlapped as 
en a box’ If the latter, it is « sign) 
of poor workmanship—-an attempt 
to save labor. Is the painted sur- 
face even and full, with no wood 
showing through? A poor paint job 
will encourage warping and split- 
ting 

Are there rain gutters along the 
roof, and do they slope evenly to 
ward down-pipes’? Are cement 
blocks under downspouts” 

Are there ventilating holes 
through all foundation wall sides 
to keep the area under the house 
dry, so that rot and termites won't 
develop’? Outside of the basement 
foundation wall below the ground 
line should be fully covered with 

‘ater proofing. 

Under the house, clearance be- 
tween the bottom of the floor 
joists and the top of the ground 
in all areas should be at least 24° 
and preferably 30 inches. If there 
is a floor furnace, water heater,

Mr. Truman's Untimely Requests 


Some sage of the past has reminded us 
that discretion is the better part of valor. 


President Truman might well have 
pondered those words before calling upon 
Congress yesterday for authority to reim- 
pose consumer rationing, price controls 
and wage ceilings. 


Although the President asked consumer 
rationing authority only as a “prepared- 
ness measure” to permit allocation of basic 
living commodities on what he termed .a 
“highly selective basis,” experience indi- 
cates that rationing and price control can- 
not be effectuated by regulating a few 
commodities. Sooner or later the entire 
economy must come under control or the 
restrictions will have served no purpose. 

Controls of some sort may be necessary. 
For European countries, if they are to in- 
crease their production, must have the 
necessary durable goods for doing so. But 
such control more properly would come 
under the category of allocation of durable 
goods rather than sweeping consumer- 
commodity rationing. 

Thus, in proposing blanket authority 
for reapplication of wartime measures over 
the whole economy, Mr. Truman may have 
ill-served his purpose. For by such a dras- 
tic request he has given those Congress- 
men who are opposed to foreign aid an 
incalculable amount of effective ammuni- 
tion. And in the minds of many other 
Congressmen who. favor helping Europe 
on a more moderate scale than has been 


Gen. Patton's Memoirs

There necessarily must be agreement 
with the President that inflation is very 
much with us. But it has not yet reached 
disastrous proportions and neither is there 
any indication at present it will do so. 

Before Mr. Truman spoke there was 
every reason to believe help to Europe 
would be expedited by a quick vote on the 
emergency measure. But many Congress- 
men, alarmed at the drastic domestic con- 
trols thus associated with foreign assist- 
ance, will be inclined to proceed more 
cautiously. 

The President well could have left un- 
said his request for price and wage con- 
trol and consumer rationing pending a set- 
tlement first of the actual amount of aid 
Congress decides upon. 

Aid to any extent will affect our own 
economy, but it must be remembered that 
this nation has helped foreign countries 
to the extent of about $19,000,000,000 in the 
past two years, a figure well over the an- 
nual amount of the European Recovery 
Plan and the emergency dole. And our 
economy at home may have strained but it 
has not broken under the impact. 

The Constitution has been a firm advo- 
cate of aid to Europe, both emergency and 
long-time. We only hope this program 
has not been jeopardized by the President’s 
over-zealous request for controls which ap- 
pear far more drastic than necessary at 
this time.

Farm Land Prices Continue To Rise 


One of the most frightening aspects of 
our current inflation is the continued in- 
crease in farm land prices, particularly in 
the South. 


The average price paid for Georgia 
farm land rose eight percent in the year 
ending June 30, according to figures re- 
leased yesterday by the Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics. 


Georgia’s farm land price index is still 
slightly below that of the 1920 boom pe- 
riod, but it shows the greatest percentage 
of increase of any Southern State in recent 
years, having advanced 110.per cent be- 
tween 1939 and 1947. The national aver- 
age, from '39 to ‘47, showed only a 93 per- 
cent increase. 


Conservation and other improved farm 
practices have undoubtedly made average 


-_— - oe ee ee — -—- a 


Georgia farm land worth more today than 
six or eight years ago. But the bulk of the 
increase is undeniably inflationary. The 
outlook at present is for good prices for 
farm products for at least the next sev- 
eral years. Yet it is ridiculous not to real- 
ize that, before the average ten or fifteen- 
year mortgage can be paid off, foodstuffs 
will be selling for prices far below what 
they are today. 

Anyone who remembers the tragic 
years following the collapse of the 1920 
boom—when sheriffs’ sales and foreclos- 
ures resulted in countless thousands being 
left homeless—can. only hope that a modi- 
cum of sanity will prevail. Otherwise, we 
seem in for a recurrence of the days when 
insurance companies, banks and govern- 
ment agencies owned a vast majority of 
the farm lands in this State.

Upset Almost 100 yvears before the Birth of Christ, Virgil had 

been writing about blue lupine and about planting crops 
in fields where before had been planted the bitter, or blue lupine, 
vetch or Austrian peas. All last Summer I had been writing about 
blue lupine as if it were as new as radio or television. Sue Myrick, 
in Macon, was the Blue Lupine Queen, and I was the King, at 
least in newspaper circles. And now I learned we both had been 
scooped by Virgil about 2,000 years ago. It was very upsetting. 

Yet it was very revealing. The Romans had practiced crop 
rotation and the use of Winter cover crops, including blue lJupine, 
vetch and peas. When the Roman Empire fell, the practice was 
lost. That it should be just now returning to the list of farm 
practices is almost incomprehensible. A valuable, even a necessary, 
practice somehow was lost to the world like the secret of Greek 
fire. When all the while one would think the practice would be 
obvious to one and all. 


Rome Many reasons have been ascribed to explain the fall of 

Rome, such as failure to eat whole wheat bread; the hos- 
tility to Christians, juvenile delinquency, political corruption, and 
s0 on.

Half a century ago, in the era of plush and 
gilt, mahogany and brass, were there saloons in 
Atlanta decorated with large oil paintings of

I do recall the 


walls of this saloon were well covered with framed and autographed 


photographs of celebrities of the theater and of the sporting world.

"Ss W ASHINGTON—-Trained political observers 
ae are giving Gov. Ear! Warren, of California, credit 

& for playing an astute game in making the an- 
rouncement he did last week regarding his candidacy for the Re 
publican Presidential nomination. 


As his statement was interpreted here, Gov. Warren is a candi- 
date only to the extent that he is willing to have his name pre 
sented for the nomination by the California delegation to the next 
national convention. 


He is not an active candidate in the sense that he will go out 
and seek to corral delegates from other States. This he will de 
cline to do. In other words, he is limiting his candidacy to the 
role of a favorite sons contender. 


By following such a course the Californian is acting with both 
wisdom and becoming modesty. fe is not openly seeking the nomi- 
nation in the manner of Sen. Robert A. Taft, former Gov. Harold 
EK. Stassen, or Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, for example—al!l of whom 
are more or less avowed candidates. Rather, he is merely holding 


himself available for any turn of fortune in his direction. 
Wisdom And that, considering all the multiple factors involved, 

is the greater part of wisdom, according to the con- 
sensus of the most competent observers here. 


The belief is quite widely held in informed political circles that 
Gov. Warren, if he were of a mind to do so, could go out and 
gather in most or all of the delegates from the Western tier of 
States. This, combined with scattered support he might receive 
from other areas, w6uld enable him to go into the convention with 
a delegate strength on the initial ballot of between two and three 
hundred. In that way he would emerge as one of the three lead- 
ing candidates from the start. 

But to do that might invite disaster to his cause at a later and 
more crucial stage of the proceedings. For the history of national 
political ‘conventions shows that where the choice of a nominee is 
delayed Beyond the: first few ballots the leading candidates ‘are 
almost invariably defeated for the prize. 

In our own Fecent history, that was true of the Republican con- 
vention of 1940, which saw Wendell Willkie, a dark-horse con- 
tender on the opening ballot, emerge as the winner. It was also 
true of the GOP convention of 1920 at Chicago, where Warren G. 
Harding captured the nomination after a deadlock between Lowden, 
Gen. Leonard Wood and Hiram Johnson. Again it happened at 
the famous Madison Square Garden convention of the Democrats 
in 1924 when the ieaders, Gov. Alfred E. Smith and William Gibbs 
McAdoo, finally had to give way to a compromise contender, John 


W. Davis. 
Fi ht Gov. Dewey and Sen. Taft promise to be the main com- 

g peting forces at the forthcoming Republican convention. 
If history repeats itself, they will kill each other off after a few 
futile ballots. Gov. Warren’s candidacy would more than like fall 
victim to the same disaster, if he allowed himself to enter the con- 
vention with enough backing to be a major factor in the initial dead- 
lock. 

Hence the smartest politics Gov. Warren can play under the 
circumstances, it is conceded, is for him to do just as he has an- 
nounced he will do. That is to say. not project himself as a serious 
obstacle in the path of the two men who will be the leaders of the 
two main forces of opposition. 

His best bet would be to stand aside, as it were, holding himself 
aloof from the Dewey-Taft fight, and not to become involved in 
that contest. Thereby he would stand to gain support from both 
sides when the bragkup came and the convention approached the 
task of selecting a compromise candidate.

Because of its growth and im- 
portance in the economy of the 
nation, to which the war gave im 
petus, its people are demanding 
end expecting more consideration 
in politics and from the Federal!

The West has a somewhat dif- 
ferent political philosophy from 
the East.

Any Harm To Hurry Them a Bit? 


NEW YORK—lIn the general public discussion of Communists 
in the movie industry, someone on our side of the question, that 
is to say, some right-minded, 100 percent American, made the mis- 
take of proposing the repeal of one of the laws of nature. This 
patriot recalled movies in which the American banker had been 
portrayed as a bleak and bloodless rascal who celebrated Christmas 
by turning the widow and her little brood out into the snow. This 
was held to be a wicked slander on a noble school of Americans, 
intended to undermine confidence in the holy edifice of liberty and 
so forth. 

Actually, this is just a familiar working of the fatal attraction 
of the plug hat for the snowball. The same theme, written and 
acted by men and women of respectable motives, has been ap- 
plauded for generations. Horatio Alger was no seditionist, but in 
sed the Poorhouse’ Boy and many repetitions of the same artless 
tale, he made the banker so downright mean that you were like 


to lay down the book and hiss out loud. 

Symbols In the jargon of the ideologians, the plug hat and 
the snowball are artistic symbols of social contrast. 

They are easy to draw, there is nothing wrong with either and | 

hope no jumpy irresponsible on our side is going to hop up now 

and say there ought to be a law declaring the snowball to be 

un-American. | 

But we take some things from some people without a blink.-When 
others say them, we get red-necked. And it isn’t so much the things 
themselves that we resent as the nasty way some people say them. 
If a fellow American remarks that we certainly did give the In- 
dians an awful deal, we shrug and wish it were not so. Butif a 
captured Nazi on trial before Americans should say that we set 
Hitler the example of conquest, repudiation of treaties and genocide 
——the new gullah for éxtermination of a race—we want to hang 
him for impudence and are glad of a more plausible excuse. 

So it is not merely that the movie industry bas treated harshly 
our’ bankers, our Congress, our publishers and our economic sys- 
term. We could write and act worse criticisms of ourselves. The 
objection lies in the fact that certain persons are selected to write 
and produce and act so many shows, with never a film to balance 
things by showing the freedom and general abundance of Ameri- 
can iife under our system. 


Law If we can’t find a law to make somebody do or quit doing 
something, we find a way to make him, nevertheless. A 
thing that can’t be done by law may still be done under law. We 


have been known to condemn the Boycott as an un-American weapon 


which can't discriminate between the guilty and the blameless and 
many of our right-mindedest Americans came out against it in the 
twenties when the modern Ku Klux Klan was shunning Catholics, 
Jews and Negroes as such. Since then, many of the same Ameri- 
cans themselves have used the boycott to suppress opinions which 
they oppose. And now, our side can do the same to those Holly- 
wood producers who say they can’t get rid of Communists be 
cause they can’t be sure that the Communists in question aren't 
sincere liberals. 

They got rid of a lot of actresses for personal revenge, and 
many individuals in the writing trade and incidental branches of 
the industry have suddenly run into their iron curtain of economic 
persecution inflicted for the most obscure reasons. But when the 
subject is a writer, musician or actor who has notoriously run with 
Communists, attended their meetings, signed their manifestos and 
given to their collections, the industry becomes fastidious and, for 
its delicate conscience, demands a degree of proof that cannot be 
produced. After all, the United States Supreme Court held that 
Harry Bridges was no Communist after the learned referee and 
the Attorney General had held that he was and two Federal courts 
had refused to upset that considered judgment. So actually the 
moving picture induStry has the gall to say that it will continue 
to employ all Communists who deny that they are or merely refuse 
to answer. 


A Way 


In favoring these, the industry confers on them their 
only importance. - Fire them and they wither and van- 
ish. They no longer strut, but slink. They can’t donate to Henry 
Wallace’s collections in the bowl as so many of them did last 
Spring. And, inasmuch as the hiring of all such is done by choice, 
individually, and not from a union hall or seniority list, the right 
not to renew contracts is too plain to be doubted even by a jury. 

There are only a few hundred of them altogether. If they all 
should perish in some wreck, that would be dramatic, but the in- 
dustry and civilization would carry on.

The best can be replaced out of newspaper shops, where most of 
them came from anyway. The actors are not artists, but mere 
personalities with facial trademarks. Normally, they come and they 
go. What harm, then, to hurry them a little?
